Home health services 
let patients receive care 
without leaving home

TWIN FALLS - For 33 years, Alex 
Albcrdi never took a vacation while 
working his Jerome farm. The Basque 
man was well into his 80s before retiring 
and taking a relaxed trip back to Spain. 

But oftcr 9 1 -year-old Albcrdi was hos- 
pitalized for pneumonia a couple of-ycurs 
ago, his health started to fail. Tbc circula- 
tion in his right- leg worsened, and he 
wasn’t seeing Dr. I^ndall Skeem as of- 
ten as the Twin Falls internist would 
have liked. ' 

When Skeem suggested- Albcrdi go to 
a nursing home, Albcrdi and his wife, 
Tcry, balked. But the Albcrdis agreed to

registered nurse Trish Heath of Magic 
Valley Regional Medical Center's Home 
Health Services care for Alex Albcrdi in 
their Twin Falls home. 

“1 can't help (him) myself,” said Tcry 
Albcrdi, who doesn’t drive and so can’t 
take her husband to the doctor. 

"She changed my life. This home care' 
is the best for old people.” 

Home health 

Providing health care to people who 
want to stay in their homes is nothing 
new: Several agencies, some of which 
arc connected to hospitals, operate in the ; 
Magic Valley. 

In 1971, SL Benedicts Family Medical 
Center in Jerome opened southern Ida-' 
ho's first hospital-based home health ser- 
vice to professionally care for patients 
and educate them and their families.

from hospitals sooner than before - and 
to leave hospital beds empty.

Fifty yeans ago Monday, Japanese Emperor. , 
Hiroliiio addressed his nation over tlic radio, 
and, without ever mentioning, the word sur- 
render. said Japan would figlit'no more. Two 
weeks later, on Sept. 2, 1945, Japanese for- 
eign minisler Manioru Shigemitsu. wearing a 
lop hat, morning co.nl .ind striped pants, hob- 
bled up the .starboard gangway of tbc U.S. 
battleship Mis.souri, anchored in Tokyo Bay 
He leaned on a black cane, balancing un-; 
steadily on the peg-leg he acquired after a ter-; . 
rorist bombing in Shanghai. Gen. Douglns- 
MacArthur. silent, motioned him curtly to a^ 
table, 

Gen. Hsu Yung-chjen of China looked at. 
Shigemitsu and spit into his handkerchief.; 
Shigemitsu leaned over the table. His cone; 
clattered to the deck. 

“Tlie Japanese delegates.” MacArlliur said, 
a slight quaver in his voice, "will now sign' 
the instrument qf surrender." 

And with a stroke of the pen. the most dc-. 
structivc, deadly war the world has known' 
was over. It was a war that united America in 
spirit and purpose as surely as Vietnam would 
tear it asunder. It was fought on the home- 
front, as well as on the battlefields of Europe- 
and Asia, and in tile end it would change the! 
face ofsodety and the world forever. 

America had erupted in great spontaneous; 
celebrations on Aug. 14. The official day of. 
Victory over Japan — V-J Day, Sept. 1 in the- 
United States and Sept. 2 in Japan — brought 
a more subdued, rcllcctivc response. Here is 
how some Americans remember that two-; 
week period 50 years ago when Western 
Union had.dclivcred the last of its. telegrams 
that began; "Rcgrel to inform you your (fill in 
blank;son or husband). ..." 

“I'd come home from Europe in June and I 
was in LA. on V-J Day," said cartoonist Bill 
Mauldin, 74. “I don’t remember a lot about it, 
except 1 was overwhelmed by domestic diffi- 
culties. 1 was in Uic throes of separating from 
my first wife. I think I took V-J Day pretty 
,,cnlmly..I remcmbcr.going.into_8.bar.but I'm . 
not sure I even got dmnk." 

Sgt. Mauldin — creator of the bearded, 
scrufTy, unsmiling dogfacc.s, Willie and Joe 
— had come home, rich and famous, at the 
age of 23 with a Purple Heart and a Pulitzer 
Prize. Willie and Joe were neither gung-ho 
nor particularly patriotic. They just wanted to 
go home., When Gen. George Patton was 
-asked what he thoiiglu of Mauldin’s cartoons. '• 
he rcplicd:;Tvc only seen two of them and I 
thou^t they were lousy." 

Had his editor at Stars and Stripes not 
stepped in. Mauldin planned to kill Willie and 
Joe on the lost day of the war, probably with a 
shell tliat exploded on their foxhole. Instead, ; 
under pressure from the syndicate that dis- 
tributed his cartoons to more than 300 news- 
papers, he brou^t them home, gave them a^ 
shave and put tiicm to work os civilians in aJ 
gas station. But "I really didn’t know who! 
they were any more. Tlicy lost their identity ;

Perot lays down the law 
to both GQP, Democrats

DALLAS -r- .Ross Perot Sunday laid out 
the. terms for whdt he called. a "second Con* 

- tract With. America,” a tough package of 
campaign Hnonce and political, reforms, 
and said the Willingness ofthe two political 
ponies to enact the proposals swiftly woul'd 
determine his own actions in the 1996 elec- 
tions. 

Wrapping up a three-day issues conference 
that drew nearly 4,000 United We Stand 
America members from oround the country, 

• Perot remained coy about his 1996 inten- 
tions, calling life in.thc White House “a hitch 
in Hell.’’ But he claimed his political pres- 
.ence is still needed to.l^ep'‘tl\c portl^Jioncst. 
‘‘l would like to go aWay,’’ Perot said on 
NBC’s "Meet the Press.” “But if 1 go away, 
ftc odds we’ll get these reforms ore zero.” 

Perot’s supporters spent' the day intensively 
debating whether to convert their movement 
into a third political party, and while Perot re- 
fused tp 'encourage moves in that direction, 
he would not close the door oni doing so in ' 
the future. "Our organization won't want to 
do this unless it|s,rc{^ly the best answer for 
qur coimtiy,” Perot said; 

-. Pcfot sold the best thing for-the country 
woulil be quick action on reforms to' tights 


restrictions on lobbying and diminish tlic in- 
fluence of money in politics. 

Addressing the conference at its conclud-. 
ing session, P.erot colled for the two pollticnl' ’ 
parties to live lip to the promises that many of 
the speakers had made here on Friday and 
Satuimy. He said his refonn proposals would 
establish “the highest ethical standards” -for 
both the White House and Congress, which 
he said would mean Vno more gifts, no more 
cosh, no more junkets, no more nothing.” 

He dismissed calls by president Clinton for 
a bipartisan commission to study campaign' 
financing, saying the public already knows 
what the problems arc. Instead, he demanded ' 
new laws requiring candidates to raise their 
money oi home, radicr than from contributors 
outside tlicir state or district and eliminate so- 
called soft money raised by the parties. 

He proposed a ban on lobbying for foreign . 
companies or govcrnmcnis by former federal 
officials and d lifetime ban on acceptance of 
gifts by former federal officials. 

He called -on Congress to approve a bal- 
anced budget amendment "with alligator 
teeth” and called for revamping the federal 
lax system lo requirc a vote by the people bc- 
fpio tax rates could be raised — all designed, 
he said, to sharply limit spending by the gov- 
ernment: • • ■ 


Baseball icon Mickey Mantle 
dies of cancer at age 63

• DALLAS — Mickey Mantle, the b.asc- 
ball icon with the easy smile and awe- 
SDm^^ving who ployed and prirtied with 
equal gusto in his heyday with the New 
York Yankees, died Sunday of rapidly 
spreading liver cancer. 

The 63-y‘bar-old Hall of Famcr died at 
1:10 a.m. at Baylor University Medical 
Center, about 40 minutes after waking 
briefly and holding hands with his wife, 
Mcrlyn, and son David. 

' Cancer had spread to all of Mantle’s vi- 
. tal organs two months after he received a 
liver transplant, Dr. Daniel DeMarco said. 

“I think Mick^^was ready to go,” De- 
Marco said. ‘‘‘At onc'point, he said 'What 
are wo waiting for?’ That was n day or so 
ago.” 

Mantle had been given two weeks to 
live without'thc transplant, made neces- 
sary by cancer in n liver already damaged 
by 40 years of alcohol abuse and hepatitis. 
But soon after the opcration.'^doctors 
found the cancer had spread beyond the 
removed liver. Had they found it earlier, 
they said, they would not have allowed 
the transplant.

King of deadbeat dads 
due to appear in court 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
President Clinton was more inter- 
ested in “making a big political 
splash” than making gbod public 
policy in his drive to regulate teen 
smoking, a tobacco-state lawmaker 
said Sunday. 

Trying to force a concessions 
from the White House, Rep. Charlie 
Rose, D-N.C., accused the president 
of targeting the tobacco industry 
“more for political reasons than 
from practicality of solving the 
problem.” 

He was among the guests on 
ABC’s “This Week with David 
Brinkley”- who debated administra- 
tion proposals, including bans on 
vending machines and cigarette 
brand name sports sponsorships and 
severe restrictions on tobacco 
advertising. 

Tobacco companies and advertis- 
ing interest groups filed lawsuits 
last week to challenge the i^a- 
sures. ^ 

Defending the White House plan. 
Food and Drug Commissioner 
David Kessler said the administra- 
tion wants to reduce the access and 
appeal of cigarettes to youngsters. 

“■These arc 'dangerous products 
and people do become addicted,” he 
said. The proposals would bei:ome 
regulations if they . survive a 90-day 
public comment periqd. 

Rose suggested that Congress 
will fight the regulations, and urged 
Clinton to use the 90 days to iron 
out compromise legislation with 
tobacco interests. 

“If anybody thinks this Congress 
is about regulating ... nicotine in 
• cigarettes, they’ve forgotten what 
happened last November.” Rose 
said. 

To counter the regulations. 
Congress could gut the FDA bud- 
get. puss laws taking cigarettes out 
of Kessler’s jurisdiction or pass a 
watered-down version of Clinton’s 
■plan without giving authority to 
FDA. 

But Rose said Clinton can get 
much of what he wants through 
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Rep. Charlie Rose 
Wants concessions 
compromise legislation that averts 
-FDA control. Industry groups have 
said they prefer that tobacco contin- 
ue to be regulated by the Federal 
Trade Commission. 

“I agree with a lot of what the 
president wants Dr. Kessler to do,” 
Rose said. “I just don't want Dr. 
Kessler to do it.” 

The White House doubts that the 
tobacco industry, could be trusted 
with voluntary compliance, though 
Clinton left the door open to com- 
promise Thursday. . 

“It is far better to start right now 
... than to wade through all this liti- 
gation" that regulation would bring, 
Clinton said in announcing his pro- 
posals. 

Republican presidential hopeful 
Pat Buchanan, speaking Sunday on 
CBS’ “Face the Nation,” called 
Clinton’s decision another example 
of intrusive federal government, 

"Get big government, national 
government, out of it,” said 
Buchanon. a former two-pnek-a-dny 
smoker. ’’Let this be done at the 
stale and local level by the people 
themselves, but get the feds out of 
it." 

Though Clinton’s stance will hurt 
him in tobacco states, political 


aides think the general public is 
supportive of anti-smokirig mea- 
sures, especially those aimed at 
children. ... \ 

."Unfortunately, the half of the 
White House that recommended the 
political trail of taking on the indu^ 
try, causing lawsuits, stalling this 
for three or four years and making a 
big political splash, won out,” Rose 
said. 

He said Clinton could be hurt 
politically — ’“espooplly if by elec- 
tion time next year we’re not doing 
anything but fussing.” 

The president said Friday he 
would look into the possibility of 
ending the tax deduction' for ciga- 
rette advertising. In a sign of his 
eagerness to avoid FDA regulation, 
'Rose did not rule out the idea 
Sunday. •* 

"Everything’s on the tabic,” he 
said. 

Eliminating .the deduction only 
on cigarettes would be unfair, coun- 
tered John Fithian, counsel for the 
Freedom to Advertise Coalition. 
Appearing on ABC, Fithian said 
that would bmount to censoring 
speech. . , *■ • 

Kessler argued that cigarette 
companies seduce children with 
sexy, splashy ads. 

“We send very mixed signals to 
our children," the FDA chief said. 
"We tell them it’s dangerous, then 
they see these ads that arc glam- 
orous. We tell them it’s addictive, 
but they’re walking around with the 
names of these products on shirts 
and hats. We tell them these prod- 
ucts will kill them, but we have 
sporting events-in their names." 

The administration points to polls 
showing 30 percent of 3-ycnr-olds 
and 90 percent of 6-ycar-olds can 
identify Joe Camel,. the cigarette ad 
icon. 

Fithian responded, “Children also 
recognize Snoopy and the Peanuts 
characters that are used to advertise 
Metropolitan Life ... but they are 
not rushing to buy life insurance."

—Giving a 
prison inmate a knife is usually not 
a good idea, but WilUom E. *‘Dod’’ 
Smith docs it all the time. 

He hands them eggbeatersr fry- 
ing pans, measuring cups,, eggs, * 
butter and -nour, too. 

Smith, the White House chef-to 
presidents ' Truman ^ and 
Eisenhower, has transformed a 
cafeteria-style food preparation 
course at the District of 
Columbia’s prison in suburban 
Virginia into a classroom for haute 
cuisine. 

The progrom gives inmates a 
marketable trade, a taste of success 
and the incentive not to return. 
One-third to one-half of the" 
inmates who pull time at Lorton 
ore likely to return. But only one of 
Smith’s alumni is back behind 
bars; the rest work in restaurants, 
universities and country clubs. . . 

Smith’s classroom is a busy, 
hands-on laboratory dedicated to 
gastronomic delights, where his 
pupils readily seek his advice on 
such dishes as fish. Chicken Marco 
Polo, rice and strawberry short- 
cake. 

“Hey, Dad, you wont us to fillet 
the fish?" asks David 

Covington, aspiring chef and 
convicted armed robber. 

“Not yet, it’s loo early,” Smith 
replies. 

Smith is an ex-Navy cooking 
instructor who will be obeyed. 
Take food from the kitchen back to 
a cell, and you're out of his course. 
He once made an inmate bake a 
cake six times because he knew the 
student didn’t follow procedures 
precisely. 

“I don't give them any breaks at 
all. If a guy cannot conform to my 
standards, 1 don’t need him,” he 
said. 

But those who heed and learn 
from Smith have an ally who will

OiTcnsives by allied Croatian end 
Muslim-led Bosnian government 
forces beginning Salur(^y in south- 
ern and western Bosnia appeared 
intended to keep the Serbs off-bal- 
ance. 

Lost month, Croatian troops cap- 
tured two important towns in west-, 
cm Bosnia, and followed up their 
victory by emshing Serb forces that 
had held large stretches of southern 
Croatia for the post four years. 

Fighting continued Sunday.

But the government decided 
this weekend not to allow any more 
soldiers from tlic defeated Croatian 
Serb army to cross the border, leav- 
ing them in Bosnio where they 
could be used to bolster Bosnian 
Serb forces. 

The result was a backup of 5,000 , 
cars, trucks and tractors on the 
approach to Serbia stretching for up 
to 12 miles, said Fernando Del 
Mundo, a spokesman for the U.N. 
High Commissioner for Refugees. 
Women and children werc^vfusing 
to move across the border without 
their husbands and fathers, he said. 

pel Mundo said U.N. field offi- 
cers were' negotiating with 
Yugoslav border officials to allow 
the backed-up refugees through. He 
said the U.N. refugee agency was 
“extremely alarmed" by the situo- 
tion. which he described as “poten- 
tially explosive." 

Some 600 refugees were moved 
by train over the weekend to 
Prizren, in the tension-filled 
Kosovo province of Yugoslavia. 

Local Albanians, who make up 
- 90 percent of Kosovo’s population, 
accused outlioritics of attempting to 
change the region's ethnic compo- 
sition by settling thousands of dis- 
placed Serbs there. 

Ethnic Albanian lender Ibrahim 
Rugovo described the government's 
move os n “most serious and risky 
provocation." 

In Sarajevo, two people were 
killed by shells fired by Bosnian 
Serbs, the Health Ministry said. Ten 
Serb mortar rounds landed near a 
U.N. observation post just outside 
the capital late Saturday. The 
. recently deployed rajtid reaction 
force, sent to secure the land route 
over Mount Igman Into Sarajevo, 
responded with 16 heavy mortar 
rounds that silenced the Serbs, said 
U.N. spokesmen Jim Landale.

Gunmen kill at least 14 
at Colombian dance hall

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) — 
Unidentified gunmen opened fire in 
a donee hall in a strife-ridden region 
of nor^west Colombia, mclhodicql-. 
ly killing at least 14 people, some os 
they trira to run out the door. 

Authorities said they had no^lucs 
os to who was responsible for the 
massacre Saturday night in 
Chigorodo, a town in the banana- 
growing Uraba district. But they said 
it was likely connected to the politi- 
cal violence that has plagued the 
: region. 

As young men and women, many 
of them workers in the banana flclcb 
surrounding the town, drank and 
danced at the Aracatnzzo bar, 
ossailants armed with assault rifles 
walked inside and opened fire. 

• VThey didn’t soy a word. They 
just began shooting. Even the bar 
owner was killed,” Arriiy Col. 
Manuel Perez told The Associated 
Press in a phone interview from die 
army’s 17th Brigade, which isinves- ' 
i tigating the massacre. 


Gunmen were reportedly posted 
on streets outside to kill anyone try- 
ing to escape. It was unclear if any- 
one survived. Perez denied radio 
reports saying the gunmen had a list 
of names of their intended victims. 

“It’s a horrible thing, to see oil the 
bodies strewn about the floor,” a 
local priest, Luis Carlos Sanchez. 

A police officer in Chigorodo soid 
18 people were killed in the bar and 
o'utsidc. But Perez said four of those 
deaths appeared to be unrelated. 

Authorities suspected that either 
right-wing paramilitary groups, 
which target suspected guerrilla 
sympathizers, or leftist rebels were 
responsible for the killings, army 
officials said. 

Leftist rebels have been fighting 
the government in Colombia for 
more than three decades. Paramili- 
tary groups began forming in the 
early 1980s in many rural areas to 
protect landowners from Icflists 
pushing for more equal distribution 
of the nation’s fe^urccs.

Pro-life view misstates ties 
between abortion, welfare 


The serious effort in Washington to re- 
form the welfare system has drawn fire 
froni an unexpected quarter: a faction of 
consCT^livc pro-lifers. 

For the record, many pro-life groups su]^ 
port real welfare reform, but a vocal minori- 
ty has raised a warning. The concern of this 
faction of pro-lifers is that, by cutting bene- 
fits to single mothers, welfare reform will 
encourage poor women to seek more abor- 
tions. It’s a theme that has been joined by 
such groups ns the U.S. Catholic Bishops. 

It’s a concern that shouldn't be shunted 
aside. Abortion is a social problem all its 
own with even such pro-choice defenders as 
President Clinton and first lady Hillary 
Rodham Clinton expressing concern about 
the large number of abortions - about 1.5 
million - performed in the United States 
each year. 

As it turns out, opponents of abortion 
necd'not worry that welfare reform will 
• spur more common use of the practice. If 
anything, welfare reform will help to cut the 
number of abortions. . 

Despite the reasoning cited by wary pith 
lifers, the relationship between welfare pay-, 
ments and abortion is complex and indirect 
Indeed, the statistical evidence suggests that 
high welfare payments go hand in hand 
with n high abortion rale. 


Economists Lowell Callaway and 
Richard Vedder of Ohio University recently 
looked at the abortion rates in all SO states 
and the District of Columbia, and compared 
them with the average AFDC welfare pay- 
ments in each state. In a report published by 
the Institute for Policy Innovation'in Texas, 
they found a direct correlation between the 
two. In the 11 states (including D.C.) vrilh 
the highest rate of abortions per 1,000 live 
births, the average monthly ATOC payment 
in 1992 was S4S2. In the 10 states with the 
lowest abortion rates, the average payment 
was S288. If low welfare payments encour- 
aged women to seek abortions, the correla- 
tion between welfare and abortion should 
be he opposite, os these figures show. 

' In fact, welfare encourages the sort of ir- 
responsible behavior that leads to pregnan- 
cies outside ofmaniage, which arc the most 
likely to end in abortion. The welfare-state 
culture feeds the abortion culture. 

Congress should charge ahead With major 
welfare reform - for the sake of taxpayers 
os well as lower-income Americans whose 
lives have been distorted by .the perverse in- 
centives of government income redistribu- 
tion. The abortion issue is one more reason 
to favor welfare reform, not to oppose it

Researchers work on 
cleaning Middle Snake 


POCATELLO (AP) — Idaho State 
' University ecology professor Wayne 
Minshall is studying the Middle 
. Snake- River from Milner Reservoir 
near Twin Falls -to King Hill where 
plants ore so thick that ducks can walk 
Across; the river. 

' The river's troubles arc many. 

It has no fast flow of water and sed- 
' iments arc accumulating. Boats get 
stuck. Fishermen hook weeds instead, 
of fish. The only fish have been plant- 
ed — there arc no native fish. 

Minshall olong with University of 
,ldaho's;Mikc Falter, Department of 
,, Fisheries and Wildlife, have been 
asked by the Environmental 
Protection Agency and the 
Department of Environmctilal Quality' 
,lo studylhc river and help develop a 
management plan. 


The river has been used for many 
years, but rcccntly'agricultiiml and 
industrial uses have placed severe 
restrictions on recreational uses. The 
EPA and the DEQ have declared 
release of wastes into the river must 
be severely reduced and the river 
cleaned up. 

The rcscarthcrs have been monitor- 
ing basic biological and environmen- 
tal conditions dealing with nutrients 
and carbon in the river to develop a 
plan to correct the problems. 

To develop a management plan 
from their measurements, scientists 
arc unable to conduct experiments on- 
site because of the large size and com- 
plexity of the river’s ecosystem. Tlicy 
arc developing' a computer-based 
model to represent the operation of 
the ecosystem.

Winmill said he expected to 
assume his federal position as quick- 
ly as he receives the paperwork from 
the White House.

Anytime there have been suspected 
mutinies or rumored coup attempts, 
they have been brutally put down. So 
far it is unclear if these defections 
were precipitated by a wider internal 
struggle. 

Hussein is not easily overthrown, as 
President Clipton’s predecessor, 
George Bush, discovered during gnd 
following the Persian Gulf war. A 
street fi^tor fiom'his youth, Hussein 
rules not by popular inandate but 
through the efficiency of his secret 
police and his personal reputation for 
ruthlcssncss. 

Hussein has fostered his own per- 
sonality cult and, more importantly, 
surrounded himself with Baathist 
Party loyalists and members of his 
own Talmti clan, who owe their alle- 
giance and power solely to Hussein. 

The defectors, Lt. Gen. Hussein 
Komal Hossan and his younger broth- 
eri Lt. Col. Saddam IGtmel Hasson, 
arc married to two of .Hussein's 
daughters.

Defections reveal 
nation’s weakness

JERUSALEM — The defection 
of senior Iraqi officials to Jordati . 
this past week could wc^l be the 
critical show of weakness in dicta- 
tor Saddam Hussein’s regime that 
American officials have prayed 
ond plotted for since the 1991 
Persian Gulf War. 

When he led a convoy of 
armored sedans across the Iraqi 
.dfcsert and into Jordan Tuesday, 
Lt. Gen. Hussein I^mcl Hasson, 
architect of Iraq's military 
machine, revived the dream of 
shattering the Iraqi regime’s core 
and creating an ollcrhativc strong- 
man for Iraq, analysts said. 

"This is disaffection in the inner 
circle. It is the most interesting 
wrinkle we have seen," said 
Richard Haass, who served as 
President Bush ’^adviser on 
Middle 'East airairs on the 
National Security Council during 
the 1990-1991 Gulf crisis. "If is ■ 
all good news, even though it has 
taken four or five years longer 
than we had hoped." 

By Friday, U.S. intelligence 
officers reportedly had made con- 
tact in Jordan with Hossan and his 
brother, Lt. Col. Saddam Kamel 
Hossan. Saddam Kamel com- 
monded the Iraqi dictator’s presi- . 
jJcntial guard. The brothers are 
married to Raghda and Rnna, two 
of Saddam Hussein's daughters; 
their wives followed their hus- 
bands into exile. 

Iraqi opposition leaders said 
Hussein Kamel was already tele- 
phoning members of the opposi- 
tion in the region and offering to 
build a coalition to overthrow his 
father-in-law.

At a eou.rt hearing last month, 5th 
District Judge Daniel B. Mcchl ordered the 
election to determine the voters’ decision 
on creating the district and to elect a board 
of directors. 

On the bollot as nominees for the board 
of directors arc Robert D. Tanner, Joe L. 
Frazier, Barry Scott Cannedy, Hubert D. 
Allen and Stevcri L. Thorsoo. 

Uiirty-five petitions were signed by land 
owners in the district with 22 people turn- 
ing in petitions stoting they were qualified 
to vote’in the election. Only voters who 
live within the district boundaries are eligi- 
ble to vole. 

“Getting the district started will enhance 
the ability of the county to determine 
appropriate areas for future growth. Its just 
like the recreation disuici or any other dis- 

■ trict, wc need to plan ahead instead of after 
the fact. Personally that's the direction wc 
ought to be planning to develop.

Close no more: Daniel 
wins LPGA tourney 

CANTON, Mass. - Beth Daniel ended a 
string of frustrating close finishes Sunday, 
shooting a 3-under-par 69 on Sunday for a 
three-stroke victory in the LPGA PING- 
Wclch’s Championship. 

Daniel, a four-time winner in 1994 who 
haS'finished second in four tournaments 
this year, had a 17-undcr 271 total on the 
Blue Hill Country Club course, the best 
since the tournament moved to the site in 
1991. 

She has 32 career victories, but has yet 
to reach the Hall of Fame because she has 
won only one major. She will qualify with 
three more victories or a major title. 

Colleen Walker, who began the round 
tied with Daniel, shot a 72 to dc Meg Mal- 
lon for second. Mallon had the first hole- 
in-onc of her LPGA career and another ea- 
gle on the front nine and then birdied two 
of her last three holes in on errode round of

Betsy King shot a 66 and Jane Geddes 
had a 68 to tie for fourth at 275 and Mag- 
gie Mill followed at 27S afier a 67. 

Baumgartner leads p.S. squad 
to comeback wrestling win 

ATLANTA - Bruce Baumgartner won his 
fifth world-level dtle Sunday and the United 
States recovered from a dlstostrous Saturday 
performance to win the team, title. in.the_| 
World Freestyle Wrestling Championships. ' 

Baumgartner, 34, the Olympic gold 
medalist in 1984 and 1992, beat Sven Thiele 
of Germany 1-0 to add this year’s title to 
world championships he won in 1986 and 
.1993. 

Baumgartner of Cambridge Springs, Pa., 
picked up the only point of the match on a 
single-leg takedown 1 minute, 52 seconds 
into overtime. But he dominated the match 
as he kept Thiele, wrestling in his first 
world-level final, from generating any offen- 
sive momentum. 

Baumgartner's victory was the fourth for 
the United States and gave the Americans 
their second team title, 71-59 over second- 
place Iran. Russia was third with 58 paints.

BARTLESVILLE, Okla. - Patrick Jef- 
frey, out four months this year with a back 
injury, won the 10-mctcr platform Sunday in 
the Phillips 66 National Championship when 
Wodc balked on his last dive.

Tlic Unilcd Slaics had been at war for three 
years, eight months and seven days. Some- 
how, it seemed even longer. When peace 
came, it was as if a deep, chronic pain sudden- 
ly stopped hurting. It took a moment to accept 
that, at last, it was gone. 

‘ And then America exploded with joy. 

Fifty years ago today, Ang. 14, • 1945, the 
Empire of Japan notified the Four Powers 7 - 
the United States, Britain, China and the Sovi- 
et Union -> that it would accept terms of com- 
plete sumtndcr. The worst catastrophe in hu- 
man history — the Second World War, in 
• which tens of millions of people from 5 1 Nvar- 
ring nations lind (fled of battle wounds, depri- 
vation and murder— was over. 

“It was' such a great relief, a feeling of 
thankfulness that our men won’t be killed any- 
more,” recalled Beverly Blackway, now of the 
Johnsvillc section of Warminster, Bucks 
County, Pa., whose husband-to-bc was off in

Blockway, 18 at the time, was working be- 
hind the soda fountain at Powell Drug Store in 
Abingtori at 7 p.m. when, after a long day of 
rumor and expectation. President Harry S. Tru- 
man announced tliat the Japanese really had 
givenup.

The defense takes two hearts 
and South niHs the third round.

Study shows job stress won’t cause heart trouble

Don't blame heart disease on job stress. 
A team of researchers from Stanford and 
Duke'univefsities fepbned last week that 
; they' found no correlation between heort 
disease ondoq-the-job strain. 

were so surprised by the findings 
that we re-did the analysis several different 
ways,” said the study's lead author, Mark 
Hlatky of Stanford University School of 
. Medicine. "The findings came out the 
same way no matter how we checked.” 

Researchers have long theorized that 
work-related stress is a risk factor for heart 
disease, the same wav that obesity, seden- 
tary living, high-fot diets and smoking are. 

But the scientific data to support that bp- 


lief have been mixed. Scandinavian re- 
searchers who developed a way to scientif- 
ically measure job stress found office 
strain linked with heart disease. But o team 
of researchers who conducted the Honolu- 
lu -Heart Study uslng'the same technique's 
as the Scandinavian team found no evi- 
dence of work-related stress and heari dis- 
ease in a group of Japanese-American 
men. 

Critics of both studies' point out that nei- 
ther took into account confounding factors 
or used a common test to confirm the ex- 
tent of heort disease in participants. 

To answer the question more definitive- 
ly, Hlatky and his colleogues at Stanford 
teamed with researchers at Duke Universi-' 
ty Medical Center. They studied nearly 


1,500 men and women, average age 52 
years, who were believed to have heart dis- 
ease and were referred by their physicians 
for angiography. This common test in- 
volves inserting a'tiny catheter through an 
opening I'n the femoral'nrtery in the groin 
and threading it up into the vessels supply- 
ing the henn. Doctors then inject a dye that 
can help pinpoint narrowing or blockages 
in coronary vessels as seen by X-ray. 

The angiography test results, considered 
the gold standard for heart-disease diagno- 
sis, showed 'that 922 participants had sig- 
nificam.coronoiy onery disease. About 200 
paniciponts had insignificant disease and 
363 people in the study had normal coro- 
mny.arteries. 

When, rescorchers matched reported 


work stress with diagnosis they found that 
job strain “was actually more common in 
patients with normal coronary arteries than ' 
in patients with insignificant or significant 
disease,” the team reports in the August 1 
issue of Circulation; the journal of the 
American Heart Association. 

Additional statistical onalysis'showed- 
that job strain was not linked to coronary 
disease or to chest poin. Nor was it a good 
predictor of fiiture heart attacks or death 
from heart disease, the smdy found. 

“There is a presumption that if you de-' 
velop heort diseose, it is related to your 
job,” said Hlotky, associate professor of 
health research policy at Stanford. “But we 
found no relationship between job stress 
and atherosclerosis." .

“What a lot of people don't under- 
stand is when a retailer becomes big, 
in order to continue to deliver 
gro\s^, it has to mo;rimize produc- 
tivity, reduce risk, increase speed 
and efficiency, and have a zero tol- 
erance for error,” says Lewis of 
Women’s Wear Daily. 


“Those strategics do not deliver 
fashion, innovation, newness or ex- 
citement. So what you end up with 
is lookalike apparel in lookalike 
stores." 

■ Department stores’ buying strate- 
gics are not the only things con- 
tributing to homogenized’mcrchan- 
dise: As technology expands us into 
a global society, it also democratizes 
our diversity. 

“Today, women get their informa- 
tion iVom all over, and they’re satu- 
rated with it,” explains Linda Allard, 
a'designer for the Ellen Tracy label. 
“If an exciting style starts in Paris, it 
doesn’t travel to New York and then 
Ohio and then the West Coast like it 
used to. Fashion is instantaneous 
now. which is good, but that* makes 
for more sameness.”

Health problems lurk in cool pools

Brennan Kelly, age 8K, was hav- 
ing a swell summer of swimming, 
swimming and more swimming at 
the pool near his home in Owings 
'Mills, Md., until some water got 
trapped in his left car. Before long, 
had a full-fledged cose of swim- 
m^'s cor, and the kind of pain that 
brought him into his parents’ room 
al two o’clock in the morning. 

C’Tt was like nerve-racking,” he 
s?ys. 

'Shortly afterward, his sister 
Casey, oge 6J< , discovered she had a 
weird white bump — “like a little 
white ball or a cavity or something” 
— on her fool! It turaed out to be a 
plantar wort. 

' And their mother, Laurie Kelly, 
received another lesson in the flip 
side of summer fun. Although living 
pool-side can bring relief from the 
sweltering heat, it can also introduce 
families to such health woes as 
swimmer’s eor, plantar warts and 
impetigo. 

Between Brennan’s ear, Casey’s 
wart and 10-yeor-oId Tyler’s painful 
tn^wn toenail, Mrs. Kelly spent an 
entire week “schlepping to the doc- 
tor’s office and' fipeoding'half the" 
day there worried and uptight," she 
says. "When it rains, it pours.” 

. The good news is that pool-related 
earaches, worts and skin infections 
ore cosily treated. Here ore descrip- 
tions of these common conditions, 
how -they are treated and how they 
con be prevented: 


Swimmer’s ear 
!. Some people have difTiculty getting 
water out of their cars after they swim 
because of the shape of their car 
canals or excessive ear wax. Residual 
water can provide the perfect breeding 
^und for bacteria or fungus, which 
, jlmise the car to feel blocked, then to 
itch and then to hurt — real bad, 

And scratching the car or sticking 
objects into it — Q-Tips, hairpins — 
to relieve the itching and blocked 
sensation only makes matters worse: 
Bacteria and fungi love to establish 
8“beachhcad” in broken skin. 

. “Just a litUe bit of water in on ear 
■ft' remarkably irritating,” says oto- 
laryngologist Dr. John Ruth of 
Union Memorial Hospital in 
Baltimore . “You feel you can’t hear 
and your sense of balance is off. But 
the skin in the cor canal is not used 
tb being touched. What you think 
^ould be a gentle manipulation 
-TOuId be a skin breakdown.” 

I;Once the infection is under way, 
;^ou must visit a physician for pre- 
Kription car drops and usually stay 
wt of the water for a couple of days. 

- The average infection tends to last 


from three to seven days. 

Sometimes on cor i; so swollen, os 
it was in Brennan Kelly’s cose, that 
the doctor will insert a wick in it to 
keep the ear canal open enough to 
allow the drops in. 

In rare instances, on outer cor infec- 
tion becomes life-threatening: in some 
elderly people, diabetics and people 
whose immune systems arc compro- 
mised by chemotherapy or such con- 
ditions as AIDS, the physicians say. 
In these cases the infusion con pene- 
trate the bone which surrounds the car 
canal and requires aggi^ive therapy 
such as antibiotics administered intra- 
venously. 

Children who suffer from middle 
cor infections ore no more likely to 
get swimmer’s car than those who 
don’t, says otolaryngologist Karl 
Diehn of the Greater Baltimore 
Medical Center. However, those 
children who have had tubes insert- 
ed into their ears need to take spe- 
Icial precautions against getting 
water into (heir cars. 

To p'revent swimmer’s car, try 
using such over-the-counter prod- 
ucts as Swim-Ear, made from a 
solution of boric acid and alcohol, to 
drawjjut the water after yo^swim, 
"Diehn soys. Sonic swimmers-fihd 
that cor plugs and/or swim caps help 
keep their ears drier. . 

People are no more. likely to get 
swimmer's cur at on indoOr ppol than 
an outdoor . pool. Ruth says. 
However, infection is more likely 
from any water that is not treated 
with chlorine — such as ponds or 
' lakes — and from private pools that 
are not carefully monitored. Toddlers 
con pick up infections from playing 
in plastic baby pools where the water 
is not regularly changed. 

Even those people who wouldn't be 
caught dead at o pool con get swim- 
mer's ear. Heavy sweating during hot, 
humid weather, long sessions in a hot 
tub and showering con also cause 
water to get trapped in the cars. 

And doctors caution against 
ovenzealous cor cleaning. 

“The most common reason, for 
infection is the., use of Q-tips or 
bobby pins (to clean the cars), which 
traumatizes the skin and allows an 


infection to start,” Ruth soys. • 


“People talk^bout chemicals in the 


pool, but the reality is that a lot of 
external otitis“is caused by germs 
which people already have on their 
own skin," says Diehn. “If you get 
moisture in the cor, then it provides 
culture medium so the bacteria grow.” 


Warts 

Swimming pool pavements — and 
locker rooms — arc known for 
accommodating the viruses thot 
cause plontar warts and the fungi 
that cause athlete's foot. 

The most common way to gel 
plantar warts, those oAen painful 
wans on the soles of your feet, is'to 
walk around barefooted at a swim- 
ming pool, gym or locker room, says 
podiatrist Marc Lcnct, chief of podi- 
atry at Liberty Mcdicol Center and 
the University of Maryland Mcdical- 
Ccnicr, both in Baltimore. The virus 
that causes wans can exist on the 
ground. 

"The foot is mode up of concave 
surfaces — like the arch — and con- _ 
vex surfaces like the heel and the ball. ' 

“The pores of the skin dilate and 
contract so that when you’re walk- 
ing. with that kind.of.foot surfocc,. 
you get a suctioning, efl'cet and can 
pick up all kinds <»f oeganisms on 
the ground that will embed in the 
skin cells.” 

Because of the force of the body's 
weight, plantar warts on the feet 
embed into the skin while worn on 
other parts of the body remain more 
elevated. 

Podiatrists and dermatologists con 
remove plantar warts by using 
chemicals to bum them off, by sur- 
gically removing them or by using a 
laser treatment. 

Lcnct tends to treat more children 
than adults for these warts — 
"There’s a certain resistoncy an 
adult may have over a child” — but 
says that-odult coses can be more 
difficult to eliminate and thot they 
have a higher degree of recurrence. 

Lenct describes the customary 
plantar wort as a discreet,- painful 
area that will sometimes show little 
dots within (he lesion and is usually 
well-circumscribed.” 


The “mosaic” type of wart, on the 
other hand, is a group of multiple 
warts that ore interlinked like chains. 
Treating this type con prove lengthy 
and difficult. There is a higher inci- 
dence of recurrence with this type of 
wart. 

There is also the risk that other 
susceptible family members con 
contract the wart virus from some- . 
one else in (he family by walking 
around barefoot in the bathroom, 
Lcnct says. 

To avoid getting plantar worts, wear 
shoes or sandals in high-risk places.

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Impetigo 

Impetigo is- 0 contagious bacterial 
skin infection. Commonly seen in 
summer when children are playing 
together outdoors, it resembles o 
scab with a kind of honey-colored 
crust. Sometimes, it looks like a 
cluster of scabs and can itch. It is 
oAen picked up when a child brushes 
ogainst the infected skin of another 
chtld^n the sandbox or the pool. The 
toctcria is especially likely to lodge, 
in a break in the skin, say a mosquito 
bite that has been scratched. 

•Farents should keep children with 
impetigo, out. of ihc-watcr and away-, 
from other children until the condi- 
tion is treated, says CBMC’pcdiatri- 
cion Lauren Bogue. 

And as’ far os prevention? 
Everyone has boctcrio on their skin, 
Bogue points out. The best way to 
guard against such infection is main- 
toining good hygiene - children 
should wash their hands regularly — 
and keeping kids' fingernails short 
so that they can’t scratch insect biles 
into open sores.
